FAVORS NEW POLICY 

IN ALBERTA HOUSE 


Speaking in the provincial 
house last week Mr J. Russel 
Love, M.L.A. for Wainwnght 
Constituency; laid out several new 
policies widen lie desired to see 
brought, down and which he 
wtould favor. 

The development of the oil 
fields of the province was strong¬ 
ly urged by Mr. Love. There was 
oil in the province. This had been 
proven, but the public had no in¬ 
dication as to what extent the 
product was to be found. 

Mr. Love said that up to the 
present time it had been very dif¬ 
ficult to get any definite inform 
ation in connection with oil wells 
that were being drilled. The gov¬ 
ernment had a general knowledge 
of the work that, was being car¬ 
ried on. but as to the extent of 
the field or the possibilities very 
little was known. 

The public, because of the lack 
of information Was very slow in 
investing its money in the devel¬ 
opment. but this situation might 
be improved upon if the govern¬ 
ment kept definite and reliable 
records. 

“The Government should ap¬ 
point a geologist and pet Engin¬ 
eer who could prepare official 
logs of the wells being drilled in 
Alberta and give tests of the dis¬ 
coveries so that the public could 
get any information it desired in 
this respect. At the present a re¬ 
cord of the mines is kept in this 
manner and the service should be 
extended to 'Cover the oil devel¬ 
opment work as well he con¬ 
tended.

SHELTER FOR THE GARDEN 


(Experimental Farm Note) 


Assurance may be given that 
for the most! successful growing 
of horticultural crops,—fruits, 
vegetables- and flowers, on tihe 
open Canadian Prairies, protec¬ 
tion from the strong and coolj 
winds is essential. Shelter pro¬ 
tection benefits these crops to a 
lalrge degree. 

The Morden Experimental Sta¬ 
tion, with tihe exception -of a row 
of large box elder and green ash 
and cottonwood trees around the 
old farm house, was open prairie 
1916. During that season Car- 
agana and willow hedges were 
planted generously. These have 
developed well and afford- witn 
other subsequent plantings of 
different materials, friendly shel¬ 
ter to most of the garden areas. 
However, each season some 
plantings of vegetable crcrs and 
flowers are made in the open for 
comparison. 

The following general observ¬ 
ations have been noted at the 
Morden Experimental Station 
and at neighbouring farmsteads. 

1. Shelter is most valuable 
when found on all four sides of 
the garden. 

2. Tf there were but one mater¬ 
ial for garden shelter, the choice 
would be—the Siberian pea tree, 
Caragana arborescens. 

3. The to|ost effective shelter 
seems to be that afforded by 
rows of spruce trees. These are 
of slow growth in early life. 

4. Conigerous' trees- such as 
spruce and pine, seem, to be less 
severe on the soil moisture in 
summer, than are theh deciduous

FAVORS NEW POLICY 

IN ALBERTA HOUSI 

(Continued from Page One) 
that steps should be taken by gov¬ 
ernment to enforce such legisla¬ 
tion as would encourage develop¬ 
ment work as much as possible 
and still protect the public. He 
favored the imposition of a min¬ 
eral rights tax but suggested that 
arrangements be made whereby 
the leases held by anyone making 
a genuine effort to drill wells 
would be exempt. Such action 
was necessary if the development 
of the oil is to be encouraged he 
declared. 

The necessity of promoting the 
Alberta dairy po.o-1 was also em¬ 
phasised by the speaker. Under 
t'he present system the farmers 
were no<t getting sufficient profit 
from their operations but with 
the development of a proper sys¬ 
tem of handling the product and 
raising the standard of the pro¬ 
duct to meetl competition on the 
British markets, the problem in 
part would be solved. 

The quality' cf the dairy pro¬ 
ducts in Alberta had improved 


considerably during the past few 
years as a result of the use of 
proper methods of handling the 
speaker said. There was however, 
still room for improvement and it. 
was hoped that eventually Al¬ 
berta butter Would command the 
best prices on the markets of Gt. 
Britain. During thle past year Al¬ 
berta butter had made a splendid 
shiorwing in England in compet¬ 
ition with New Zealand butter he 
said. 

One of the biggest problems at. 
the present time, however, was 
not so much a matter of quality 
of the product, but the fact that 
most of the production is during 
the four summer months, while 
in the winter there is very little 
blitter available for export pur¬ 
poses. 

The cost of manufacturing the 
product during the summer was 
small. As a matter of fact the 
over run took care of this entire¬ 
ly, but/ during the eight months 
when production was light, it 
cost, from 5 to 20 cents per pound 
to manufacture the cream into 
butter. This state of affairs c'mld 
be overcome by encouragement 
of winter production. At the pre¬ 
sent time only twenty per cent of 
the total cream wias produced 
during the period from Novem¬ 
ber 1 to April 1. If this condition 
was reversed the problem would 
he overcome. 

A bonus for winter production 
would correct the difficulty. By 
deducting one centl per pound 
from tlhe butter made in the sum¬ 


mer, four cents could be added to 
the butter produced during the 
winter, and there would he little 
difficulty at such prices to get 
the farmers convinced that it 
would he better to have their 
cows freshen in the fall than in 
the spring. Through a dairy pool 
such system could be put into ef¬ 
fect, Mr. Love said. 

The speaker quoted figures to 
show that at the present time 
there was over $3,000,000 invest¬ 
ed in creameries and about $15,- 
000,000 in dairy cattle. 

The present immigration pol¬ 
icy of the government, according 
to the speaker was the proper 
method of settling, up the country 
He contended that in the past 
immigrants had been brought in¬ 
to the province without regard as 
to whether they w ould remain 
here or not. It had been a matter 
of free land and plenty of jobs, 
but after the public, buildings had 
been built, and the railways had 
been put through, the men had 
gone to the United States to find 
work. 

“The province needs men who 
are willing to farm and the only 
way we can get this class of im¬ 
migrants is to make conditions 
attractive for them.” he said. 

The solutions offered by the 
speaker were. First, long term 
farm loans so that immigrants 
could obtain sufficient capital to 
start farming; second lower tar¬ 
iffs on implements used in agri¬ 
culture ; and third, development 
of co-operative marketing.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 

Saskatchewan last year spent $14,500^000 on the public schools 
or $65 for every pupil. This is very high. Manitoba last year spent 
slightly over $8,000,000 on public schools, the cost per pupil being 
less than $56. 

* # * 

During the early years of the vrovince io|£ Alberta, as was 
the case also with Manitoba and Saskatchewan there was an ever 
increasing demand for schools and teachers. There thus grew up the 
system, at present in vogue, of preparing young people to act as 
teachers in the minimum amount of time; this being absolutely 
necessary to supply the demand for education of the ever increasing 

number of prairie children. , 

* * # 

Of late radical changes in the position have became apparent. 

No longer is there a shortage of teachers, and in the three prairie 

provinces the normal schools are preparing a surplus which will 
increase in numbers etch year, unless a change is made. It is time 
therefore that the standard required of these normal students be 
be now raised to those higher standards maintaining in. say, Ontario 
and Great Britain. Otherwise before many years have passed, we 
will findd that a “prairie education” will he a by-word for in¬ 
efficiency. 

• * * 

Efficiency cannot be attained in education by simply putting 
a high school pupil hrough a few months at normal and turning 
him or her. often still in their “teens”, out on the public as certi¬ 
fied teachers. Such persons need more training and experience, and 
it seems as if the rural school is thehappy 1 blunting ground for og- 
taining this experience; too often at the expense of a class of child 
which needs, more than the city child, the very best tuition avail¬ 
able in the short period of schooling it can obtain. 

# * * 

When officials otf the Alberta government tell us that they are 
spending four (million dollars annually over and above their receipts 
for the training of teachers who have only given an average of three 
year’s service in the vocation for which they were trained at public 
expense. It is time for the government to insist upon a higher re¬ 
turn for the money expended in such training in the form of greater 
permanency off vocation. 

THE POETRY OF LIFE 

Life consists, like literature, of poetry and prose; and just 
as there are folk who never read poetry, so there are those who 
never by any chance allow the poetry of life to ease what the poet 
calls “the trivial round, the common task. ’ Yet there is no greater 
mistake than to leave the poetry out of life. Its lack makes life a 
machine driven by an engine, instead of a marvellous organism which 
is more than half divine. 

Nature knows better. She is extraordinaarily lavish in scents 
and sounds and forms and colors, which seem to serve little purpose 
that men call “practical. ” They just please the eye or the ear. 

I have known people so engrossed in whaht they deem useful 
occupations thhat the aesthetic side of life made no appeal to them. 
As has been aptly said: “The crow doth sing as sweetly as the lark 

when neither is attended.” 

* * * 

But lack of appreciation of the poetry of life goes deeper than 
this, because people who are poring over life’s prose all the time 
seldom have “the seeing eye and the understanding heart.. ” A too 
materialistic view of life tends toward hardness and callousness, to 
the loss of that “sweet reasonableness” which makes a man a brother 
as well as a master. 

Hardness may maike money, but it never makes happiness, 
either ftor ourselves or for others; and life without happiness is the 
extremes! poverty. 

If we were machines which only wanted adjusting, regulating, 
lubricating, tuning and driving, such things as love and home and 
neighborliness would not he atniong our requirements. But we are 
not. For better «T for worse, we are all tremendously dependent— 
even the most “independent and case-hardened of us—on somebody 
who has the gift of kindness, affection and service; and the poetry 

of life consists largely of our own response to these things. 

• * * 

The smile is more potent than the frown, the hand of love than 
the “mailed fist.” The .gently trickling stream does more of 
nature’s work than the tempest and the avalanche. We go' hustling 
through life, elbowing our way to the front place, and in the passage 
we are robbed of our best jewels. It. is possible to east away a crown 
in reaching eagerly-for a bauble. 

The man who has time for a sunset, who never wants to ramble 
round his garden in sumtmer and touch and smell the flowers, who 
would never dream of romping with 1 his dog, will slao be too busy 
to gain and hold the deep-seated loyalty of his sons and daughter, 
to their and his boundless loss. 

There are some things which you can buy for gold, hut neither 
the poetry or joy of life is/ among them. Life is not all dollars and 
cents, and the man who allows business to dominate him, instead of 
dominating business, making it 'his master rather than his servant, 
will he lonesome in spirit though he be surrounded with company.

FARM NOTES 

When visiting the Scott Exper¬ 
imental Station ask to see the as- 
cellent quality wefre cut from 
May .'(1st to July 2nd.

GROWING OF WHEAT 

ON CORN LAND 

Mr. McKillican, Superintend¬ 
ent of the Dominion Experiment¬ 
al farm at Brandon, Man., tells us 
in his bulletin detailing experi¬ 
ments with wheat, covering a 
period of thirty four- years, that 
he has formed a decided opinion 
that it is best not t)o plough corn 
stubble in preparation for wheat, 
provided that the corn land has 
been well cultivated and kept 
free from weeds. The seed bed 
conditions found in such a corn¬ 
field are better, he says, than can 
be obtained again after it has 
bteen ploughed. All it requires is 
sotme surface cultivation with 
disk or cultivator and harrow to 
have ideal conditions for sowing 
wheat. The corn stubble is less 
in the way standing upright in 
piace than after it Ih'as been over¬ 
turned by the plough. Of course, 
if weeds, and especially grass,

UNIVERSITY REPORT ’ 

In 1924 the University of Al¬ 
berta had 1,341 registered stud¬ 
ents, according to the annual re¬ 
port of that institution. Of these 
908 were men and 433 women. 
Those of British birth were 905 
of which 700 were Canadian and 
220 Albertans. Those of 'foreign 
birth totalled 250, of which 193 
were Americans. There were 186 
not specified, The registrations 
in the various faculties were as 
follows :

6. Undesirable trees to be 
grown for shelter in proximity to 
a garden include balsata poplar, 
Russian poplar, cottonwood, box 
elder or “Manitoba Maple,” and 
elm. The elm is a gross feeder 
and uses much soil moisture. The 
other trees harbor plant pests 
and cause much annoiyance from 
seedlings, and the poplars send 
up troublesome suckers. 

7. Non-suckering vxarieties of 
willows such as laulrel-leaved wil¬ 
low provide fair shelter for a 
large garden. This variety, how¬ 
ever, should be carefully inspect¬ 
ed for disease and cuttings ob¬ 
tained only from a plantation 
possessing a clean hill .of health. 

8. Until the tree shelter attains 
statue sufficient tio make it effi¬ 
cient, it is helpful to grow a tem¬ 
porary shelter. Among the plants 
available for such planting are 
sunflowers, corn, and hemp. 

9. Hemp makes an attractive 
shelter for the flower border. The 
seed should be fresh as it seems 
readily to lose its vitality. 

10. Shelter protection seems to 
benefit all garden plants but it is 
necessary for the maturing of tall 
fragile plants such as tobacc'oi, 
delphiniums, hollyhocks, etc. 

11. G°°d shelter is of much 
value to all hot weather crops as 
tomatoes, peanuts, melons’ beans, 
okra, corn, etc. 

12. Shelter is distinctly desir¬ 
able for vine crops. Winds tend 
to blow the vines into braids or 
coils. The vine crops, such as 
melons, cucumjbeirs, pumpkins, 
bear imperfect flowers and re¬ 
quire visitation from insects to 
effect pollination. Insects, such 
as bees, work most effectively in 
sheltered locations, and stay in 
their hives if high winds are 
blowing and their forage is not 
sheltered. 

It may be pointed out that for 
the growing of horticultural 
crop for exhibition purposes, the 
sheltered garden has a decided 
advantage. 

NATURAL RESOURCES 

SETTLEMENT 

Announcement that the Alber¬ 
ta Government had accepted the 
offer of the Federal Government 
with respect to the return of the 
natural resources to provincial 
control, was made in the Legisla¬ 
ture during the past week by 
Premier Greenfield. The basis of 
settlement is that the province 
will take over the remaining re¬ 
sources, and will receive a pay¬ 
ment of the amount of the pres¬ 
ent subsidy for three years. The 
agreement is subject to authoriz¬ 
ation by both the Federal Parlia¬ 
ment and the Provincial Legisla¬ 
ture. ,

In conjunction with the further 
loan of $3,000,000 for colonization 
to be authorized by the Quebec leg¬ 
islature this season, it is also in¬ 
tended to raise the bounty to set¬ 
tlers on the acreage cleared. At 
present the government gives a 
bonus of ?6 an acre. It will be 
raised to $8 an acre. The province 
spent $30,000 in this way in the last 
fiscal year. 

The amount of butter exported to 
Japan through Vancouver during 
1924 was nearly twice that of 1923, 
according to figures supplied by 
the Japanese consulate at that point. 
The report shows that in 1924 the 
quantity was 476,454 pounds, as 
compared with only 299,695 pounds 
in 1923. Total cheese shipments to 
the same destination last year 
amounted to 2,685 pounds, as 
against only 40 in 1923. 

A recent analysis of immigration 
according to occupation of immi¬ 
grants arriving in Canada since 1920 
shows a steady increase in the ra¬ 
tio of agriculturists and domes¬ 
tics towards all others. In 1921 
the figure was 35 per cent. It was 
44 per cent for the fiscal year end¬ 
ing March 31, 1922, 47 per cent for 
the fiscal year 1923-24 and 51 per 
cent for the nine months April to 
December, 1924. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the Grain Commission Board’s 
report for the season 1922-23, was 
the tribute paid to the excellent 
service rendered by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in handling the 
western crop. Though the company 
handled 105,000 cars of grain, it re¬ 
ceived only six complaints about 
lack of cars from the railway and 
commission combined. In 1923-24, 
with an even larger number hand¬ 
led, there were only eight com¬ 
plaints. 

Orchestras from the Canadian 
Pacific steamships “Empress of 
France” and “Empress of Scot¬ 
land”, when they arrived recently 
at New York and before sailing on 
their round the world and Mediter¬ 
ranean cruises which the company 
starts annually from that port 
broadcasted through WJZ a forty- 
five minute programme of selected 
Scots, English, Welsh, Irish and Ca¬ 
nadian airs, while the “Montroyal”, 
on her return from the company’s 
cruise to the West Indies, broad¬ 
casted British and Spanish music 
through WJY of New York. 

Information furnished by J. 
Frank Callbreath, packing contrac¬ 
tor and general merchant, shows 
that during the 1924 hunting sea¬ 
son, parties secured 12 moose, 25 
caribou, 26 goat, 31 sheep, 15 black 
bear and 11 grizzles in the Tele¬ 
graph Creek district of British Co¬ 
lumbia. Of the caribou, the larg¬ 
est, shot by J. J. Sartori, of Brook¬ 
lyn, N.Y., has a spread of 47 inches, 
is 39% inches long and has 27 
points. The largest sheep horns 
were 41 % inches long, with a spread 
of 31 inches, and were secured by 
A. D. Stewart, of New York. 

The third annual Eastern Inter¬ 
national Dog Sled Derby, run off 
at Quebec on February 19, 20 and 
21, was a tremendous success. 
Twenty-two mushers and their 
teams from many parts of Canada 
and the United States competed 
over the 120-mile course, the race 
being won by Emile St. Goddard, of 
Le PaS, Man., who also won this 
year’s derby at that place. Th*i 
last day’s lap was run througn ■» 
blinding snowstorm, which gave the 
thousands of sports visitors from 
Canada and the United States who 
witnessed it, a vivid impression of 
normal conditions experienced by 
-.hese outfits.
